COUNTY SUPERI NTENDEN TS 
BOOKS ARE AOnTID. 

Hold W. Mann, expert accountant, 
who was secured by the County Board 
of Education to make an audit o£ the 

County School- Bnperintendent's 
books, has finished his labors and 
submitted his report, whieh was ac- 
cepted by the Board and filed. Tlie 

report covers a period extending 
from July 1, 1920. to March 31, 
1921. The report states that the 
records appear to have been prop- 
erly kept, and that their financial 
condition is excellent. The average 
cost of a pupil for the period eorered 
In the report was |27.20. 

The reeords of the County High 
School at Millersburg were also care- 
fully inspected, no exceealTe expense 
being discovered, considering the 
scope of the work, according to the 
report. The average cost a pupil at 
this school was $43.37, giving it 
fourth place in the schools of the 
county, from the standpoint of cost. 
The County Board is planning to 
make the County High School more 
available to the county at large. 

In an analysis of the report, the 
Board of Education finds that "the 
present incumbent. J. B. Caywood. 
has been faithful to- his duty as Su- 
parintendent. as he sees it; has 
handled the affairs in an economical 
way, and has been faithful to the 
trust plaoedSpon him." The report 
is open for4aapaetion by anyone in- 
tarested who wtU call at theSnpann- 
tendent% olllee' in the eonrt/house.
